Life Behind a Masterpiece is Sub­

SPEAKS TO H. S. GRADUATES 


In Sunday Afternoon Lecture, .Dr. 
House Says Heaven is Above 
Where Jesus Is 


The baccalaureate sermon to the 
graduation class of the high school 
was given to a capacity audience at 
the Alain Street 
Christian 
ehureh 
Sunday night by Dr. E. L. House on 
Life as a Masterpiece.” It was a 
great appeal for high living 
and 
strong service for today. 
Taking Paul’s text, 
Eph. 
4:13, 
“Till we come to the perfect man, 
unjo the measure of the stature of 
the fullness of the C h rist/’ he said: 
“Here is a great book, a great text 
by a great man, Paul. He is the in­ 
tellect of the New Testament. 
His 
life was a nmsterpieee. We can also 
be so today, for we have his book, 
his Christ, a great opportunity and 
his ideals before us. We all like to 
l«M»k at masterpieces, such as An­ 
gelo’s ALises, Raphael’s Transfigura­ 
tion. 
How* we are thrilled by Han- 
«lel’s Messiah, or by reading Hugo’s 
Les Miserable«. But a thing is not 
so big as the life that creates the 
thing. 
“ England’s great masterpiece 
is 
Oliver 
Cromwell; 
America’* great 
masterpiece 
is 
Abraham 
Lincoln. 
Back of us all are the 
masterpiece 
materials and tools. 
“ Look out and see the materials 
of all kinds th at are found in the 
earth, sea and sky; matching these 
are the tools of mind, imagination, 
reason, 
memory, 
will, 
attention, 
concentration and love. 
What we 
need is here. We have the m aster­ 
piece guide in the Bible. It lias been 
the fertile field of the best in liter­ 
ature, art, science, philosophy, law, 
medicine, 
sociology 
and 
religion. 
Then we have the masterpiece teach- 
e«l in Christ. In Him are hid all the 
treasure of wisdom. He can bring 
forth out of you as no other teach­ 
er, for He knows all about the hid­ 
den 
forces of your being. But no 
one can 
l»e 
a masterpiece on the 
outside until he has been a m aster­ 
piece on the inside. 
Nothing can be 
evolved that has not been involved. 
Alen need to take time to be big on 
tlie outside. Here is where our young 
people must put the emphasis, ‘Be 
big on the inside/ and then you will 
be big on the outside. 
“A masterpiece life will select and 
reject. 
You cannot take in every­ 
thing, take in the things that count. 
Many things are trivial, let them go. 
Alore men is wanted today. 
Do a 
masterpiece work. Do not do a low 
grade work, if you do you will fail. 
It w’iMild be a foolish thing to put up 
a great Hoe printing press just to 
print \¡siting cards. It can do W tter 
work. AH have a masterpiece influ­ 
ence, no m atter who they are, and 
that influence goes on forever. You 
are adding to the sum total of evil 
or good in the world. 
Look out for 
that contribution of yours, for you 
will have to face it some day in the 
presence of God. If you have given 
yourself to evil, remember there is 
a masterpiece salvation and that you 
can come back; 
you can recover; 
you can 1m* remade. Aiake it so in 
His name.” 
Sunday afternoon be spoke on the 
subject: 
“Where is Heaven?” 
He 
said, “That reason says: Alan should 
live again. When you see an ineom- 
pleted huilding, it is a sign that it 
will be completed. Alan never com­ 
pletes himself in this world. A man 
would not build a magnificent ship, 
laden it with precious jewels and 
sen«l it to the bottom of the sea. 
Aian is richly laden and has too val­ 
uable a cargo to go down forever. 
“ Science says, man may live again. 
The seed dies and lives again, why 
should not man die to live again. 
Philosophy says man wants to live 
again. His feelings, institutions,

claim such a heritage. And there are 
no half hinges in 
nature.

there is a fin, there is 
water 
to 
match» the fin; w’here there is a wing 
there is the air to match the wing 
Alan 
feels that he will live again; 
God must match that feeling 
with
